A Lessou Twice Tauslit. 
The rooolliiOtion ol tho disustcr that 
befol a noblo frigate on tho sands ai 
the oDtranco of Frasov Elver, a little 
more than two yoara ago, hai scaroolj 
died out of the popular mind when th» 
people of the united Colony will be 
Btartled by iho announcement that 
another of Hor Majobt/a war vessels, 
•while on tho way from Victoria to 
New Westminster, baa barely eeoaped 
Bhariog a elnjilar fate, and that tho 
damiigo Bustnincd by her is of bo 
serious a clianiclor as to necessitate an 
early visifc to a dry dock. It is well 
known lliai tlio Malacca loft hero one 
day last week lor Kew WoslminsttT, 
to bo present at tlio oiioninf^'of tho 
Legislative Council, and lojirc a saUilc 
in honor theicof. But it in, poiliaiit;, 
not so well known that on lior way 
tliithcr she struck twice, and liaa ninco 
- leaked fiocly; that iipou lun- ar- 
rival at New Wosttuiii.'^Ler, and while 
j lying oppobito tho oamj), hor stern 
touched on tho muddy bottom ; and 
that when sho loft tho river it wa^ 
with her loilurfl bo lillcd with t'^ranor 
rivor mud as to reiuitsr liiem for ilio 
time almost uaoliMW in llio f^eneralioii 
of Bteam, and cause the return < f 
the ship to this port without a u. <it 
to hor Bails a work of cxlveine 
difficulty. After the destruction of tho 
, Tribune (the frigate was so badly 
" hogged" on the Fraser sands as to bo 
ooDdomned and broken up on hor re- 
turn to England), and tho consequent 
loss of v?o don't know how many 
hundred thousand pounds to tho Im- 
perial-Government, it was naturally 
supposed that no further attempt 
would bo mado to fly in the iaco ol 
Providence and repeat tho coBlly 
exporimont of navigating t< rascr 
Biver with Uer Mnjetity'a vossols to 
ticklo tho self-conceit of u handlul ol 
pooplo at the (t^o-called) caj)ital ol 
British Columbia. But tho sequel has 
Bhown that the firdt lesson was insuf^ 
ficient to prevent another " lamb beinf^ 
led to tlie bhiughiur" at '.lie Colonial 
fiovornment " .siiamblos " — another ol 
Her Majosty'rt ships required to bo 
immolated at tho t-hrino of guborna- 
torlol vanity and tho presumptuous 
flelf-concoit of a pampered hamlet, 
before their prejudiced nundd were 
convinced that to order a vessel of a 
draught of eighteori foet two inches to 
undertako tho navigation of tho waters 
lying between Bsquimalt and Now 
Westminster was ono of the most silly 
— -eommaDds'that ever emanated from 
the Vice-Admiral of a British fleet. 
The Victoria Chamber of Commerce, 
in their report of 1865, pointed out 
'» tho great additional risks and delays 
for Boa-going vessels without steam 
navigating between Victoria and 
Frasor Eivor." This report was based, 
not only upon tho goncrnl obacrvalion 
and cxperionco of the luuinbors of tho 
Chamber, but upon the report of Capt. 
Eichiuds, the eminent hydrograpbcr, 
who Hiijfa : 

" Thoro :s yet another cause which 
must add to tho iraportanco of E-qui- 
malt in a maritirao point of viow, 
which is, that it is at the extremity as 
it icere of sailing naviijntion. Alilioii^'h 

tho Gult ol Gi'Ol-;.M,i Mi'i I lie chau l:cln 
leading into it have been naviL;al.cd 
X by Hailing ven^ciK, yci liiu di.-ad vai,- 
tages are obvious ana vor} great and 
tiio loss ol Limo incalculable.

Were a misliaj) 
of tho kind to hcfal a iiiercli'iriL ship, 
the surprifO w(jiild not be so j;reat; 
but when wo rillcci that lier Maj;;s- 
ty's vessels arc in iivury iPr,tanc ■ ar- 
nlshed with ilio most skilful navi- 
gators, tho best charts, on cffloiout 
crow, Jiifjh steam jwwer, and all known 
appliances lor as.suring tho safety of 
tho vessel, :ui(! Iha^, If with all these 
advantanos, they aro unable to pro- 
ceed to Now VVostniinster, as in tho 
case of the illfalcd " Tribune " and the 
more recent case of U.M.S. Malacca,

The Reform Meeting. 

Wo yesterday mado brief allusion 
to the Heform demonstration in 
London. It was a failure, bo far as 
numbers was conoerned, but was a 
great success whan we oonsidor tho 
orderly character of those who took 
part iu the demonstration. 6overn•^ 
ment doolined to allow the gathering 
to take placo at HyJo Park or tho 
Groon Park, but tho grounds at Boau-j 
fort UouHo were subsequently placed at 
tho disposal of ibo working clasiios. 
Flags of all nations were borne in Luc 
procosBion, among them tho Stars and 
Stripes, in affectionate proximity with 
the Union Jaclc. Only ono seeno of dis. 
order marred the proceedings. At tho 
entrance to tho grounds, a mob ol 
roughs, with their usual instinct for 
scenes of confusion, had established 
ttioniHolves, and reajiod a ricli 
harvest. They snatched breast- 
pins from tho gentlemen in tho car- 
riages, opened botb doors at onco, and 
almost dragged tho occupants out, 
and when they had alighted, robbed 
them of overytbiog they could lay 
their hands upon. Ono gentleman,' 
from Leeds, lost bis gold watch, and 
not a few were roughly handled by 
these ruffians in ntlcmpting to defend 
their persons and property. Ono set 
of roughs bad the audacity to tako the 
Iinch-<pln8 out of a carriage in order 
to got its occupants more completely 
in their power. Tho princijial ih(;rough- 
faroH from liogent-oircns to Old 
Brompton showed none of tho sym- 
pathy expressed by flau;s, colors and 
banners. Id tho Brompton road tho 
flag of tho Bfform Jjcaguc — a not 
very bright or attractive tricolor of 
red, blue and green — began to bo visi- 
ble at various points, and the lad'cs at 
tho windows waved a moro cordial 
welcome, Ac tho Admiral Kep]iel 
Tavern and olsowliero streamers wuro 
shown. Seats to viow tho procession 
were extemporized and advertized to 
bo let, but while tho number of spec- 
tators in windows and balconies in- 
creased, tho number of spectators on 
tho foot pavomont diminished. .Miss 
Burdett Coutts is genuinely likod by 
tho workpeople for her interest in 
their welfare, and tho first diviaion of 
tho Trades' processioQ seeing her in 
the balcony of her house, uncapped 
and cheered. Tho example was fol- 
lowed all down the line, and for au 
hour and a half Miss Bardott Coutts 
was tho object of a continuous ova- 
tion, which must have repaid her for 
many exertions. It is quite ])Ossv^!o 
that some recollection uf lier father. 
Sir l'"'rancis, a genuine Radical, thoui;h 
not a genuiho domo(;rat, added 
warmth to tho jiopular greeting, 'i ho 
speeches of the jjrocossionists wuro 
s(!arcely even so successful as the 
l)rocession itself. 'J'hoy were natui-al 
ly a little titilted and veheincni, but 
what was ospocially diMipjioiuting, 
scarcely any of tho ical leaders of the 
working class spoke at all. Mr Boales 
excited a rather nuaccounlablo amount 
of enthusiasm by saying that " he 
stood therts as the representative ol 
millions of their brethren claiming the 
franchise, and unlo(>atboy bade him do 
it, he would novor lower that flag." 
Mr Greening, of Miineheslor, Faid 
they could no longer ondure a system 
which gave ono man in six tlie fran- 
chise, and left the other fivo " in tho 
position of his serfs," — which is surely 
a very now and extended meaning f^r 
tho word " serfs," as it makes " serfs" 
of all women, chihlren and lodgers. 
Colonel Dickson ajtprehended the very 
roinoLo contingonoy of Tories blushing 
if tho negroes in iho Unitofl States 
were enlratichisi. d hidurij lOnglishmcn. 
'I'lie grandest passage of Air Blight's 
address was as follows ; "If 1 t^peak 
to the ])eople of their rights, ami in- 
dicate to I hem tho ivay to Hocure 
iliom — if i sjieak to the mcjiiopolists 
of |jower of their danger, am L not a 
wise oouiiHelliir, both to tho pooplo 
and their rulers? Suppose I stood at 
tho foot of Vesuvius or of lOtiia, and 
1 saw a hamlet or a liun csli'ail extond- 
iiii^ upon its slope, and I fcaid to the 
dwellers of that hamlet or that home- 
stead, 'You Bee that vapour which 
ascends from tho summit ol the 
mountain ; that vapour may become 
a dense black smoke that will obscure 
the sky — you see that trickling of 
lava from the orovioe or fissure la the 
side of tho mounluin ; that trickling 
of lava may become a river of fire- ■ 
you hour that muttering In tho bowels 
of tho mountain ; that inuitering m:;y 
beconu; a hollowing tiiunder, tho voice 
of u (:oiivnlsi(jn lliut iiiuy shako liui! 
tho com inont. Vou know that at 
your f - ot is tlu; grave of gr(;at cities 
buried, for which there is no resurrec- 
ti(jn, an liintoricK toll us tliat d)-nastie.-> 
and ai istucracio.T havo jjassed uway, 
lo be known no moro lor ever.' If I 
say this to these dwellers upon tho 
slope.') of this mountain, and if there 
come hereafter a catastrophe which 
makes tho world to shudder, am I re- 
sponsible for that citustropho ?
